Yokohama, Oct. 24.—The series of 
the Incomparably brilliant functions 
rbich have characterized Japan'* re­ 
ception of the American fleet, came to 
close here with a dinner on board 
the battleship Fuji, the guests of 
rhich were confined to the American 
imbassador, rear admirals and other 
^fleers. There was also a brilliant 
option on the battleship Mikasa, to 
rhich all the prominent Americans 
lere were invited, with the accompani- 
lent* of an illumination of the fleet, 
ireworks and torchlight processions 
shore. 
Rear Admiral Sperry endeared him 
lelf to the Japanese people by per- 
inally attending the funeral of Gen­ 
eral Count Nodzu and placing a 
rreath on the casket. Later a lunch­ 
eon was given at the Shiba palace and 
the 
admiral, 
accompanied 
by 
his 
ildes, walked from the palace to the 
Shimbashi railway station, passing 
dong the Ginza, the principal street 
lf Tokio, which was massed with peo- 
>le. The admiral was recognized and 
limos! mobbed by tens of thousands 
>f enthusiastic people, but everywhere 
ras treated with respect. Thousands 
sought to shake him by the hand and 
the ovation lasted the whole length of 
the street. The stern old admiral evi- 
lently was deeply impressed and at 
times stopped, shaking hands with 
some individual who, speaking Eng­ 
lish, halted him for *he benefit of oth­ 
ers. The admiral said to each: "I am 
leeply impressed by the heartiness 
md sincerity of your welcome to my­ 
self, my officers and men. I trust 
that the friendship row formed will 
Est forever and regret the necessity 
if bidding you farewell.” 
Rear Admiral Sperry was accom­ 
panied by Rear Admirals Schroeder 
md Wainwright, who with their aide 
rere kept equally busy exchanging 
greetings. 


Sperry Given an Ovation. 
The party arrived at the Shimbashi 
fetation half an hour before the time 
let for their departure and took refuge 
[rom the pressure of the friendly 
rrowd in the waiting room. When the 
japanese officials who were to accom­ 
pany the American officers to Yoko­ 
hama arrived, Rear Admiral Sperry 
ras invited to enter a carriage again 
lor a short drive in order to give the 
people who arrived late an opportun- 
ty % a final greeting. He consent- 
fed and when he appeared bedlam 
»roke loose. 
He was driven a short 
listance and returned to the. station, 
dong the whole route he was given 
ovation such as Is impossible to 
loscribe in words. The tumult was 
limply deafening. On arriving at the 
[quare opposite the Shimbashi station, 
lousands of children waved flags and 
|ang in his honor. 
When the special train moved out 
lf the station there was a constant 
[in, the cheering of the people ming- 
ing with the blare of three brass 
[ands. The route to Yokohama, as on 
ic occasion of the going of the Amer- 
ians to Tokio, was lined with school 
Ihildren singing and waving flags. 
'he same scenes were continued in 
okohama along the route of the 
kmerlcans to the wharf, where the 
mnch of the flagship Connecticut 
Iwaited the rear admiral, and the 
leers continued until he reached the 
lip.

THREATS AGAINST 
LIFE OF GOVERNOR 


Blade by the Night Riders of 
Tennessee. 


Samburg, Tenn., Oct. 24.—Because 
of threats against the life of Governor 
Patterson, who Is personally directing 
the investigation of night rider depre­ 
dations in this vicinity, the detach­ 
ment of troops assigned to safeguard 
the governor has been increased, and 
additional precautions taken to pre­ 
vent any attack on the military camp 
here. Guard lines have been doubled 
and reinforcements ordered to report. 
T. C. Ward, proprietor of the hotel 
at Walnut Log, from which Captain 
Rankin and Judge Taylor were taken 
by a band of masked men Monday 
night, and Knox Morgan and Elmer 
Tate, merchants, have been taken in­ 
to custody. With their arrest the sit­ 
uation became so acute as to call 
forth instructions from the governor 
to the sheriff of Dyer county to re­ 
cruit additional posses of picked men, 
to work in conjunction with the mili­ 
tary and the forces of the sheriffs of 
this and Lake county who are already 
on the scene. 
Governor 
Patterson 
visited 
the 
scene of the killing of Captain Ran­ 
kin, and proceeded from that point to 
Union City to confer with state and 
county officials and map out a plan 
for further action. 
While he was leaving camp for Wal­ 
nut Log, threats were made openly 
against Governor Patterson. As he 
passed a store, the governor was met 
by jeers and verbal assaults, several 
of the crowd assembled on the porch 
shouting that he would not live to 
again run for office.

Indianapolis. Oct. 24.—The exhibi­ 
tion of political enthusiasm in Indiana 
has been such as to eclipse all pre­ 
vious campaigns, according to the na­ 
tional and state leaders who have 
been with the Taft special. So great 
have been the crowds everywhere that 
even the arrangements of the local 
committees have been overridden. Ap 
predating the conditions, and realiz­ 
ing that while he might be beard by 
the few, It was better to meet the de­ 
mand of the many who would be sat 
isfied with a sight of him, Mr. Taft 
has done less talking and more "ex­ 
hibition” work than heretofore in the 
campaign. 
Wherever he has spoken his re­ 
marks have been appreciated and 
what he has said has been a repetition 
of his recent speeches. This one note 
however, has dominated his thought: 
“Indiana is surely alive to her po­ 
litical responsibility and the charac­ 
ter of her enthusiasm means the suc­ 
cess of the Republican party.” 
A drizzling rain for a part of the 
day and evening and bad railroad 
service, which set the train more than 
an bour late before the day’s Itinerary 
was much more than half accom­ 
plished, seemed to make no impres­ 
sion on the demand for a look at the 
big candidate and whenever his train 
was at a standstill there wa3 no ces­ 
sation to the cries of approval and 
shouts of applause which filled the 
air. 
Beginning at BrazH with a monster 
meeting at 7 o'clock In the morning, 
the Taft special made a complete fifty- 
mile 
circuit 
around 
Indianapolis, 
which was reached at 9 o’clock at 
night. Crawfordsville, Lafayette, Ko­ 
komo and Frankfort were visited in 
turn and each was a repetition in 
teeming populace and enthusiasm.

close on the heels of Judge Taft to 
the courthouse steps, lost his pocket­ 
book without knowing it for some 
time.

Abandoned Attempt to Speak. 
Muncie, the next stop, presented in­ 
surmountable obstacles in the way of 
people and the candidate Just simply 
rede in the line of march and aban­ 
doned all attempts to reach the speak­ 
er’s stand provided. He made a few 
remarks from the rear of his car after 
reaching it and the crowd whidh fol­ 
lowed him to the station was amply 
repaid In oratory, as the Big Four 
road allowed a freight in the block 
ahead and the special waited an hour. 
During this time Senator Hemenway 
and half a dozen of the speakers 
which the train provided from the lo­ 
cal committees aboard, furnished en­ 
tertainment for the big crowd which 
persisted in remaining despite the 
rain, which fell gently. 
At Kokomo, a tin roof which had 
been used as a grandstand by nearly 
200 boys and men, caved In while the 
candidate was talking from his car 
platform. He asked after the acci­ 
dent if anybody had been hurt and 
was informed that none had. 
“Well, that Is the biggest luck I 
have had on the entire trip,” he 
ejaculated with much feeling. 
One of the judge’s brief and char­ 
acteristic speeches of the day was de­ 
livered at Anderson after dark and in 
the rain, but to a big and enthusiastic 
audience. He paid tribute to Former 
President Harrison here. 
It was reserved for Indianapolis to 
furnish the climax of the day of 
crowds and noise. A tremendous pa­ 
rade awaited his arrival, with the ac­ 
cessories multiplied and enhanced. 
Three meetings were attended by the 
candidate, his extended effort of the 
day being before an immense audience 
at the Virginia avenue auditorium, 
a here Vice President Fairbanks pre­ 
sided. Senator Hemenway and Rep­ 
resentative Overstreet officiated at the 
two other meetings.

TRIUMPHANT ASCENSION. 


Made by the Reconstructed Zeppelin 
Dirigible Airship. 
Friedrichshafen, Oct. 24.—The re­ 
constructed Zeppelin dirigible airship 
No. I made a triumphant appearance 
and ascension with ten passengers 
and went through evolutions that for 
speed and stability were most satis­ 
factory. The trip in the air lasted 
for three and a half hours and passed 
without a hitch. The balloon made 
an average speed of 29.31 miles an 
hour at a mean altitude of SOO feet. 
Driven alternately by a single motor 
and then with both motors, the craft 
made easy progress, its movements 
being controlled with either the dou­ 
ble or the single steering gears. 
Critical aeronauts and throngs of the 
populace crowded the shores of Lake 
Constance for three hours watching 
the evolutions of the airship. Its 
movements were so graceful and its 
obedience to the hardly visible steer­ 
ing gear so quick and accurate that 
the verdict of the onlookers was unan- 
Imous that it is the finest dirigible 
that has ever ascended from Mansel. 


DEATH LIST GROWING. 


More Than Five Hundred Perished In 
Storm in the Philippine*. 
Manila, Oct. 24.—The death roll of 
the storm in the Cagayan valley Oct. 
13 grows heavily as fuller reports 
come In. The constabulary of Tube- 
gart, capital of the province of Caga­ 
yan, report that 500 persons were 
drowned there and that all the houses 


were destroyed or damaged. 
The damage to the tobacco is esti­ 
mated at several million pesos. 
In the province of Abra the con­ 
stabulary report heavy loss of life end 
great damage to property throughout 
the province. 
It is known that 269 people were 
drowned and it is said that others, 
were lost.

rights. This work is considered in all 
countries, among all peoples, particu­ 
larly adapted to women. 
The standing of the class is good; 
Miss Stark received the highest marks, 
the other papers were all good. Miss 
Morgan has the honor of completing 
her three years course without being 
absent a day. She is the second grad­ 
uate who has had this honor, Miss Em­ 
ma Clark, of the first class, being the 
other. 
There are twenty graduates of this 
school. One has charge of a hospital 
in California, and one in Washington. 
One has a position in a hospital in 
Montana, and one has a similar position 
in the N. P. Hospital at Tacoma. 
Three are married, the others are do­ 
ing private nursing in various places. 
There are seventeen pupils now in 
the school. 
I would like to say of this class. 
Their work has steadily improved, their 
interest has been exceptionally good, 
and I thank them for their hearty co­ 
operation and help in all that pertained 
to the welfare of the school. 
Miss Whitaker gave a fine descrip­ 
tion in poetry of the work of the vari­ 
ous instructors in the school, but which 
she declined to permit the publication 
of.
